Special trains for coolies will be run at the same rate 
as abeve, but, if open goods wagons are used for their 
convey anee, and the Estate on which they work uses the 
Railway for the whole of ite Traffic, a reduction of 25% 
will be made. 

Special trains may be run in two ways :— 

1. The Railway Department issues tickets in the 
ordinary way, either at full fares or at such reduced 
fares as the hirers of the trains may direct, and the 
person for whom the train is run pays only the 
difference, if any, between the earnings of the train and 
the cost of the train. 

2. Special tickets are issued by the Railway Depart- 
ment, and ne ticket but those issued are valid. Any 
person fownd travelling with a ticket other than the kind 
specially issued shali be held as travelling without a 
ticket and dealt with according to the Bye-Laws. 

Not more than 10 persons are allowed to travel in 
one compartment. 

Contract and official tickets are not available for 
special trains.

Industrial Contract ‘Tickets issued between Central 
and out Stations confer a right to travel solely by the 
Industrial Train and by no higher class than that for 
which they are issued. Ifa holder chooses to travel 
by another train ina higher clase than he contracts for, 
he must pay the ordinary fare (as if his Industrial 
Ticket had no existence) and if by another train in the 
same class as that of his contract ticket, 1/3 of the 
ordinary fare from the station from which his contract 
ticket starts. 

The term “ Industrial Train ” is confined strictly to 
that ordinary Passenger train which is due first to 
arrive from the country each week-day morning at 
Port Louis, and to that ordinary Passenger train which 
is notified to leave Port Louis last at night. 

Industrial Contract Tickets are also issued entitling 
the holders to travel between Intermediate Stations 
only and by the first available passenger train in one 
direction and by the last available passenger train 
between the Stations for which they are booked.

The Goods in thts Class are to be loaded and unloaded 
exclusively by the owners, and carried in quantitees of 
not less than five tons, otherwise, to be chargeable at 2nd 
Class rates, or as for fe tons at lst Class rates whichever 
amounts to less. A reduction of 25% on the usual tariff 
rates ts allowed on any sum in excess of Rs. 1,000 to every 
person sending lst Class goods between the \st February 
and the 31st August.

sender shall have no claim for compensation, if at fault.

§ 21. Every male person shall be entitled to be 
registered in any year as a voter for any electoral 
_ district, and when registered, to vote at the election of 
a member of the Council for such district, who is 
qualified as follows, that is to say :— 

(1) Has attained the age of 21 years. 

(2) Is under no legal incapacity, and is in possession 
of his civil rights. 

(3) Is a British Subject by birth or naturalization. 

(4) Has resided in the Colony for three years at 
least previous to the date of registration, and possesses 
some one of the following qualifications :— 

(a) is on the first day of January in such year, 
and has during the preceding six calendar months, 
been the owner of immoveable property within 
such district of the annual value of Rs. 300, or the 
monthly value of Rs. 25, above all charges and 
encumbrances affecting the same ; 

(5) is at the date of registration paying, and has 
for six calendar months previous to the Ist day of 
January in such year, paid rent in respect of 
immoveable property situate within such dietrict, 
at the rate of at least Rs. 25 per month ; 

(c) has for three calendar months previous to 
the first day of January in such year resided, or 
had his principal place of business or employment 
within such district, and is the owner of moveable 
property within the Colony of the value of at least 
Rs. 3,000 ; 

(2) is the husband of a wife, or the eldest son 
of a widow possessing any one of the above 
qualifications ; 

(e) has for three calendar months previous to 
the Ist day of January in euch year resided, or 
had his principal place of business or employment 
within such district, and is in receipt of a yearly 


salary of at least Rs. 600, or a monthly salary of 

at least Rs 50; 

(f) bas for three calendar months previous to 
the lst day of January in such year resided, or 
had his principal place of businese or employment 
within such district, and pays licence duty tothe 
amount of at least Rs. 200 per annum ; 

Provided : : 

(1) That no person shall be registered as a voter 
or be entitled to vote for the election of a Member 
of the Council who has been convicted of perjury in 
any Court in our Dominions,or who has been sentenced 
by any such Court to death, or penal servitude or 
imprisonment with hard labour, or for a term 
exceeding twelve months, and has not either suffered 
the punishment to which he was senteneed or such 
other punishment as by competent authority may 
have been substituted for the same, or received 
pardon from Us. 

(2) That no person shall be registered as a voter in 
any year, who has within twelve calendar montbs 
immediately preceding the Ist day of January in that 
year received any relief from public or parochial funds. 

(8) That no person shall be registered as a voter 
in any year, unless he shall, in presence of the 
Registering Officer or of a Magistrate, with his own 
hands subscribe his name to his claim to be registered, 
and write thereon the date of euch subscription and 
the qualification in respect of which he claims to be 
registered. 

(4) That no person claiming to be registered in 
the district in which he resides, in respect of either 
of the qualifications (c), (d), (e), (7), shall be 
registered in respect of the same qualification in the 
district in which he has his principal plaze of business 
or employment or vtce versa.

COUNCIL OF GOVERNMENT 


QUALIFICATIONS OF ELECTED MEMBERS 


Extract from Letters Patent dated 11 September, 1913. 


IX. No person shall be capable of as elected a Member of the Council, or, having been elected, shall sit 
or vote in the Council, who— 


(1) Is the holder in any office of emolument under the Crown, or under a Municipal Corporation within 
the Colony ; or, 


(2) Is a minister of religion ; or, 
(3) Is the returning officer of the district for which the election is held ; or, 
(4) Is not entitled to vote at the election of a Member of the Council for eome electoral district. 


The term “ Minister of Religion” io this clause means any clergyman, minister, priest, or other person 
who exercises spiritual functions or performs the offices of religion for or in respect to any christian or other church 
community, or body within the Colony. 


The term “ office of emolument” in this and the eighteenth clause does not extend to the Mayor or any 
other Member of the Municipal Corporation, and does not include a pension or other allowance to an officer who 
has ceased to be in the service of the Crown or of a Municipal Corporation. It shall not cxtend to the 
following persons if otherwise qualified to be elected Members of Council :— 


(i) Attorneys ; 

(i) Auctioneers ; 

(in) Brokers ; 

(iv) Land Surveyors ; 

(v) Maritime (Custom House) brokers ; 


(vi) Medical attendants on Estate hospitals under Ordinance No. 12 of 1878 entitled “The Labour 
Ordinance, 1878 ”; 


(vii) Notaries ; 
(viii) The Standing Counsel and the Attorney of the Municipal Corporation.

7.—Sommary or Inpustriat DEVELOPMENT 


The weather conditions during the year were some- 
what below normal. The total output of sugar for 
the year 1922, was approximately 227,600 English tens 
or about 6% below normal. 

Labour difficulties were generally less acute and the 
various harvesting and milling operations were carried 
on under better conditions than was at first anticipated. 

The low quotations for sugar associated: with high 
cost of labour have led to a marked shrinkaye in the area 
under cane. It is estimated the diminution in this 
respect approximated to about 6,000 acres. 

Considerable attention continued to be paid to 
mechanical cultivation and a number of farm tractors 
of various types were introduced into the Colony but, 
up to the present, the type meeting with the greatest 
favour is the Cletrac of which about 40 are at present 
at work in the Island. 

The cost of production of sugar although markedly 
decreased still remains dangerously high. In spite of a 
better market during 1922 than during 1921, the 
profits left by a number of !ocal factories for the last 
campaign were very small. In 1921 the sugar crop 
war disposed of about 12.05 rupees per 50 kilos, the 
corresponding figure for 1922 approximates to Rs. 14.70. 

The incidence of pestis and diseases of the sugar cane 
has not been marked during the year. In relation to 
animal diseases an outbreak of surra occurred, and the 
effects of thie are atil! in evidence. The occurrence of 
East Coast Fever was recorded in’cattle introduced from 
South Africa. Energetic measures immediately employed 
stamped out the epidemic. 

Owing to unfavourable weather at planting time 
little was done in the way of the more important 
subsidiary crops, viz, maize, manioc and vegetables. 
The fibre market collapsed about the middle of the 
year, thereby leading to the closing down of a number 
of the smaller ale factories. Cultivation of tobacco is 
meeting with increased favour and, by the end of the 
year, there were 115 acres under cultivation, representing 
an increase of 100% over corresponding figures last year.

(Standard time 4h. fast on Greenwich) 


The Observatory is about 3 miles from the west coast of the Island and stands on a plain which is about 
179 English feet above mean sea level. It is about 5 miles by rail from Port Louis. 


The institution is fully equipped as a first class Meteorological and Seismological station. 


As an Astronomical station, it possesses a 6 inch equatorial, a photoheliograph, 3 transit telescopes and 
several minor instruments.
